Bitter Fight in Congress Over Effort 
to Incorporate $100,000,000 
_¢ Rockefeller Foundation. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 18.—(Special.) 
Like the suspicion which the Romans 
of old had for the Greeks’ “even bear- 
ing g’fts,” is that of the American 
public today for John PD. Rockefeller. 

For a year or more the Standard Oil 
king has sought to have incorporated 
by act of congress the Rockefeller 
Foundation with an endowment of 
$100,000,000. To this foundation 
would transfer securities to the above 
amount to be used at the discretion of 
the trustees for “all charitable and 
philanthropic purposes that advance 
Civilization.” 

This very general purpose of the 
foundation and the tremendous sum in- 
volved, has made the people's 
warily cautions. They 
would like to know more specifically 
what Mr. RocKefeller has in mind, and 
have a suspicion that the lawyers rep- 
resenting the owner of the modern-day 
‘Aladdin's lamp” see in the foundation 
a scheme to purchase by popular fa- 
Vor protection for the oil magnate’s 
holdings and those of his associates in 
the gigantic corporation which he has 
built up. 

House to Vote on Monday. 

Monday the house of representatives 
will vote on the bill to incorporate the 
foundation. The measure has been re- 
porteq favorably by the house judicia- 
ry committee. It has been on the cal- 
endar for nearly a year, and efforts to 
bring it to a vote have heretofore beén 
defeated. 

Representative H. Robert Fowler, 
TliHMnois, and Dorsey W. Shackleford, 
of Missouri, are leading the fight 
against the measure, while Repre- 
sentative Andrew J. Peters, of Massa- 
chusetts, is championing the founda- 
tion.

feller has already given $2,000,000 to 
fight in the southern states, is said to 
be one of the movements in the mind 
of the donor, acording to Jerome D. 
Green, of New York, a trustee in Mr. 
Rockefeller’s enterprises. 

“lIJnder the terms of the foundation 
bill in its present form the gift is ab- 
solutely subject to the control of con- 
gress at every point,’ said Mr. Green. 
“The objections urged to the oringinal 
bill have been eliminated. While he 
dos not have to obtain a federal char- 
ter, but could incorporate the founda- 
tion in almost any state, he desires a 
federal incorporation purely as‘a mat- 
ter of sentiment. He made his money 
doing business on a rational scale, and 
wants his biggest gift to the people to 
take on a national] character also. He 
believes the control by the whole peo- 
Ple is better and safer than control 
im the interest of any one section. 

To Advance Civilization, 

“The object of the foundation is to 
promote the well-being and advance 
the civilization of the world in the ac- 
quisition and dissemination of knowl- 
edge; the prevention and relief of suf- 
fering, and in the promotion of human 
progress by means and under limita- 
tions which congress may at any time 
in the future change. 

‘tinder the terms of the bill, the 
foundation must never exceed the orig- 
inal gift of $100,000,000, exclusive of 
increase in value of property subse- 
quent to its receipt. The income must 
not be allowed to accumulate, but must 
be currently applied to the objects of 
the corporation. The foundation will 
have an income of $5,000,000 a year, 
but will have all humanity to spend it 
on, so the trustees will néver be ata 
loss to find uses for the money. 

“All-the property of the foundation 
ig subject to taxation, except the per- 
gonal property used by the corporation 
and situated on land under federal ju- 
risdiction. The trustees, of whom 
there are to be not less than nine nor 
more than twenty-five, one-third of 
the entire number being elected each 
year by those already on the board, 
are hereafter to be subject to approval 
by a committee consisting of the pres- 
ident of the United States, the chief 
justice of the supreme court, president 
of the senate, speaker of the house and 
the presidents of these universities: 
Harvard, Yale, Columbia, Johns Hop- 
kins and the University of Chicago. 

“The principle of stimulating rather 
than replacing self-help and self-reli- 
ance will be followed, as Mr. Rocke- 
feller hag doneinall his philanthropies. 
Through the general euucation board 
he has stimulated improved corn and 
cotton growing in the south. The 
stimulus given to local responsibility 
has served to increase the $8,000,000 
he has given this board since 1905 to 
nearly $40,000,000 raised to meet the 
board's conditions. 

“Mr. Rockefeller is as Keenly anxious 
as any one could be to make sure that 
the great sum he is about to give shal] 
be used for the purposes he has in 
mind, and has obtained the best 
vice obtainable to insure

Indianapolis, January 18.—For the 
first time in the history of motoring 
an organized tour participated in by 
the automobile manufacturers’ will 
cross the snow-clad Rockies and the 
steep Sierra Névada ranges.

SPURN SETTLEMENT 


Dress and Shirtwaist Makers Refuse 
to Abide by Terms Accepted by 
Their Leaders. 


New York, January 18.—An an- 
nounced settlement today of the strike 
in the dress and shirtwaist branch of 
the garment making industry, prom- 
ising to send 37,000 operatives back 
to work Monday, was followed almost 
at once by rebellion among employees 
affected against the terms their lead- 
ers had agreed upon with the manufac- 
turers. Tonight doubt exists whether 
the dress and shirtwaist makers will 
accept the condlitions. In the other 
trades the strike still is on, affecting 
more than 100,000 men and women. 

When details of the settlement agree- 
ment were announced, simultaneously 
at twenty-seven mass meetings, show- 
ing that the maximum wage increase 
was only 19 per cent, the strikers at 
many of the meetings rushed from the 
halls, protesting that they would not 
abide by the agreement. Some of the 
atrikers denounced the protocol as a 
“frame up” in favor of the manufac- 
turers. Impatient strikers held an 
impromptu meeting late in the day and 
appointed leaders to organize a new 
union which they said would scek af- 
filiation with the Industrial Workers 
of the World. 

Ephraim Kaufman, business agent of 
the United Male Garment Workers of 
America, gave out a letter he said he 
had received from Congressman-elect 
Francis 0. Lindquist, of Michigan, 
scoring wholesalers and manufacturers 
fin the clothing trades, and promising 
that as soon as he had taken his seat 
in Washington he would introduce a 
resolution calling for a congressional 
investigationinto clothing trades and 
declaring that he intended to} devote 
his energies in congress “in the inter- 
est of the consumer and in behalf of 
the garment workers in New York. He 
expressed the belief also that it would 
be wel] for the garment workers to 
call for a government investigation 
into the profits of the wholesale cloth- 
ing manufacturers.” 

With hatpins and umbrellas several 
hundred women fought the police to- 
day in one of the fiercest riots since 
the beginning of the garment workers’ 
strike. A lone polkiceman who tried 
to protect male strike-breakers was 
severely beaten. : 

The policeman arrested one woman, 
but had to summon twelve more blue- 
coats before he could get his prisoner 
to the station house. The police ac- 
complished this by forming a hollow 
square, which was beset on all sides by 
the battling garment workers.

TWO MEN ARE HELD 
UN MURDER CHARGE 


Ike Ellis and C. C. Duncan Are Sus- 
pected of Killing North 
Carolina Boy. 


Charged with the murder of an 18- 
year-old youth in the mountains of 
North Carolina, two men are in the 
Atlanta jail awaiting the arrival of 
the sheriff from High Rock, N. C., to 
take them back for trial. 

Ike Ellis, the second of the two 
men, was arrested vesterday after- 
noon as soon as he had arrived from 
his home, Stockbridge, Ga., through a 
trap. which had been set for him by 
local detectives and a man who owed 
Ellis some money. The man found out 
that Ellis was wanted and that $100 
reward was offered for his arrest, and 
he sent a message to Ellis that he 
would pay him that money now. Ellis 
came to colect, and was caught by de- 
tectives. 

C. €. Duncan, the other man, was 
arrested in Atlanta Thursday. Both 
men deny any hand in the murder of 
the youth, but frankly state that they 
were present when he met his death. 

The tragedy happened on the 23d 
of last November. Rassey Butler, the 
dead youth, worked with Ellis and 
Duncan and scores of other workmen 
on the construction of a new railroad 
through the western part of North 
Carolina. They lived in a railroad 
camp about three miles from High 
Rock. On Saturday night, the 23d, a 
big crowd of men were together hav- 
ing a boisterous evening after a week 
of hard work. Somebody brought 
brought moonshine liquor into the 
crowd and then things grew lively. Iy 
a dispute over the purchase of a smail 
quantity of moonshine, Butler is said 
to have been shot, and immediately 
the crowd of merrymakers fled away 
into the night, leaving him lying cold 
as the ground on which he lay in the 
pale moonlight. 

Ellis and Duncan were accused later 
by some of those in the vicinity as 
having killed Butler. They say, how- 
ever, that a negro grabbed a shot- 
gun fro manother man and shot wildly 
into the crowd, the bullet. striking 
Butler by accident. Fearing suspicion, 
however, they both fled from North 
Carolina and had not been heard from 
until their arrest here this week, 
through descriptions sent out by the 
North Carolina police.

Washington, January 18.—(Special.) 
Henry J, Burton, of Bainbridge, Ga., ap- 
peared before the house ways and 
means committee today and made an 
appeal for the retention of the present 
duty on imports of tobacco, saying it 
was needed by the tobacco farmers of 
southwest Georgia, where is located the 
largest tobacco farm in the world. 

In the course of his argument he said 
the tobacco farmers were engaged in a 
very hazardous occupation; that they 
were unorganized, and were forced to 
accept whatever was offered them for 
their crop. <A reduction in duty would 
Play havoc with them. He declared 
that the farmers of this country can 
raise all the tobacco we consume if 
encouraged to grow it, as has been fre- 
quently declared before the ways and 
means committee. There are 4,000 acres 
in shade and 10,000 in sun tobacco in 
the neighborhood of Bainbridge and 
Attapulgus. 

If the witnesses only knew it, argu- 
ments being submitted these days are 
having practically no effect in shaping 
tariff schedules. They are mostly made 
up, and have been for months. 


POLO GAMES CAUSE 
HOT DEBATE IN HOUSE 


Washington, January 18.—An amend- 
ment to the army appropriation bill 
to prohibit the transportation at gov- 
ernment expense of army horses to 
participate in polo games and races, 
offered late today by Representative 
Burke, of South Dakota, precipitated a 
heated debate and resulted in an ad- 
journment of the house on the point 
of no quorum.

25,000 TROOPS NEEDED 
TO GUARD THE CANAL 


Washington, January 18.—A garrison 
of 25.000 men will be necessary to 
guard the Panama canal, Colonel 
Goethals today told the house naval af- 
fairs committee. Under present plans, 
congress would provide only 8,000 men. 

“Once we lost control of the sea in 
a war, he said, “we would have to de- 
pend upon the garrison on the zone. 
We could not expect to get reinforce- 
there from the United States. 
The locks, the vital portion of the ca- 
nal, should be guarded by a large 
force, and the Atlantic ana Pacific ends 
should be garrisoned. At least 25,000 
nfen would be needed.”

Better Tone to Market and

New York, January 18.—Although 
the movement of stocks today was un- 
certain, the tone of the market was 
better and there was no recurrence 
of the periods of acute weakness 
which depressed prices during the 
week to the lowest level since the fall 
of 1911. The improvement was largely 
negative, and, while the market of- 
fered better resistance to pressure, it 
gave no indication of sustained 
strength. Prices moved upward after 
the opening, but the advance was if- 
terrupted vy a renewal of bear selling. 
The attack was less successful than 
similar tactics earlier in the week, and 


before the ciose the list advanced 
briskly. The general movement’ was 
narrow. Some of the specialties which 
have been depressed reeently made 
substantial gains. 

Further shifting of loans from out- 
of-town banks’ to local institutigas, 
which was chiefl® responsible for the 
increase of more than $60,000,000 in 
loans last week, was reflected in to- 
day’s bank statement. The _ actual 
table showed a loan increase of $33,- 
000,000. The cash gain of $15,000,000 
was in line with expectations. 

Although satisfactory gains in busi- 
ness over the corresponding period of 
last year were reported by the mer- 
cantile agencies, it was noted that fhe 
coming revision of the tariff was re- 
sponsible for a feeling of conserva- 
tism. Large sales of copper were re- 
ported today, and it was said that the 
cut in the price of metal had stimu- 
lated the market, at least temporarily. 

Engagement of a small amount of 
gold for exportation to South America 
was without effect upon the money 
market in its present condition. Ship- 
ments to South America, in connec- 
tion with settlement with Européan 
obligations, are not unusual at this 
period of the year.

New York, January 18.—Movements of prices 
on the stock exchange during the week reflected 
the nervous state of speculative sentiment ana art 
times the market was badly upset by the pressure 
of offerings.

In the latter part of the week the volume of 
selling contracted and trading became more quiet, 
but attempts to elevate prices were met with fresh 
offerings and little progress was made.

The street 
placed a bearish construction of speeches made by 
President-elect Wilson and sentiment also was in- 
fluenced by the various proposals for federal and 
state legislation to restrict stock exchange opera- 
tions.

So far, instructions of 
the Bulgarian delegates are categor- 
ical on this subject and do not admit 
of a discussion of the proposal that 
Turkey retain Adrianople, even to the 
dismantiing of the forts or continuing 
negotiations on other conditions, leav- 
ing the question of Adrianople to be 
disposed of last. 

Servia, Montenegro and Gftéece 
Support Bulgaria in this attitude, The 
success of Bulgaria would mean an 
easier accomplishment -of their wishes, 
especially in the case of Greece, which 
in the conqest of Adrianople by Bul- 
Baria, sees the Greek occupation of Sa- 
lonika lesslikely to be disputed. In ad- 
dition, the allies feel that the time 
will never be more favorable for them 
to act. 

From the reports received jt is evi- 
dent that the Turkish resources are 
not in the best of condition, while, on 
the other hand, the allies, as the re- 
sult of their long preparation, are 
nerved to a high pitch. The seven 
weeks’ armistice has restored heir 
armies and they have been gathering 
their forces at the important points. 

Throughout all the Balkan states, 
according to the plenipotentiaries in 
London, trom the largest towns to the 
humblest hamlets, only one cry goes 
up: 

“War to the bitter end—until our 
eternal enemy is driven ott of Europe 
forever!’ 

Turk Ambassador Attacks Powers, 

Osman Nizami Pasha, Turkish am- 
bassador to Germany; who is in Lon- 
don in connection with the peace ne- 
gotiations, issued a statement today 
bitterly arraigning the European pow- 
ers for their attitude in the joint note 
delivered to the porte. 

“Four months ago,” he said, 
proclaimed its determination to main- 
tain the state of things existing be- 
fore the war, whatever the result of 
the conflict might be.

TURKEY IS RESOLVED 
TO HOLD ADRIANOPLE 


Constantinople, January 18.—The 
Turkish minister, Noradunghian Ef- 
fendi, tonight submitted to the council 
of ministers a draft of the reply to 
the note of the powers. It is under- 
stood that it insists upon the retention 
of Adrianople for these reasons: 

“First: 3ecause the Bulgarian in- 
habitants are in the minority in 
Adrianople, not only in in comparison 
with the Moslems, but as compared 
with other Christians; second, because 
of the splendid defense of the garri- 
son; third, the loss of Adrianople, con- 
taining the temples of the Caliphs, 
would ruin the prestige of Islam; 
fourth, the loss of Adrianople, which 
is the gate of Constantinople, would 
endanger the existence of the empire. 

“The porte therefore prays,’ con- 
tinues the reply, ‘that the powers take 
consideration of the vital necessities 
of the empire and make representa- 
tions to the Balkan states with a view 
of peace. The Turkish government 
Sincerely desires to find a common 
ground of understanding, and will 
consent to fresh sacrifices,” 

Regarding the Aegean islands, the 
reply declares that Turkey refused 
to abandon the islands near her coast, 
but is ready to continue pourparlers 
respecting the distant islands. 

Noradunghian Effendi has instructed 
the Ottoman ambassadors abroad 
again to sound the powerg with re- 
gard to  Adrianople. The sperior 
council of war has handed the counctl 
of ministers a report on the military 
situation.

PRESIDENT TAFT 


Phipps Failed to Recall Chief 
Executives Face 


Taft Laughed at Incident---President 
. in New York Speech. Opposes 
Independence for Philipinos. 


New York, January 18.—President 
Taft tonight paid one of his frequent 
Saturday night visits to New York, 
filling dinner engagements, chief among 
which was that with the Ohio Society 
at its annual banquet. Earlier in the 
evening he attended a private dinner 
given in honor of Andrew D. White, 
former president of Cornell university, 
and had a tentative engagement to 
drop in later at the banquet of the 
Dutchess county (New York) society. 

Tomorrow the president, who will 
spend the night at the home of his 
brother, Henry W. Taft, will address 
the annual convention of the Order of 
B'nai B'rith in this city, and after an- 
other night at his brother’s residence 
will go to New Haven, Conn., where 
he expects to make his home after 
retiring from the presidency, for a 
brief visit. He plans to return here 
Monday evening, attend the theater 
and board a midnight trafh for Wash- 
ington. Mrs. Taft accompanied him on 
his trip here. 

Phipps Didn’t Recognize Taft. 

When President Taft entered the 
banquet hall where the dinner to for- 
mer President Andrew D. White, of 
Cornell, was held tonight the first per- 
son he saw was Henrv Phipps, the 
Pittsburg steel man. The president 
stretched his hand out and smilingly 
said, “How do you do, Mr. Phipps?” 

Mr. Phipps looked blankly at the 
president a moment. ‘Pardon me, I 
don’t seem to recall your face,” he 
said, 

A wave of laughter from the diners 
brought a smile to the president’s face 
which had clouded for a second. 

“Mr. Phipps,” he said, “I think if you 
take a good look at me you will re- 
call.”" 

Before the president could complete 
his sentence Mr. Phipps, who had con- 
tinued gazing intently at him, broke 
in with: 

‘Why, 
pardon. 
you.” 

The president laughed as he warmly 
shook Mr. Phipps by the hand and 
walked to the place reserved for him. 
Mr. Phipps took the matter good- 
naturedly, and laughed with the rest 
of the diners. 

Opposes Independence for Filipinos. 

The president in his speech at the 
Ohio society dinner came out strongly 
against the bill before congress pro- 
viding for independence for the Philip- 
pines in eight years. 

“If I were a. partisan, I shouldn't ask 
anything better than that the demo- 
cratic party should pass this bill and 
zo out of the Philippines in eight 
years,’ he said. “The passage of this 
bill would make a mess and a muss 
that would return to plague the men 
responsible for it for twenty-five years. 

“Is it possible,” the president asked, 
“that, little as this democratic admin- 
istration Knows about the Philippines,

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Fifty Utes Defy Sheriff and Indian 
Agents---Soldiers May Be 
Ordered Out. 


Cortez, Colo., January 18.—Fifty Ute 
Indians, enraged by the killing of one 
of their tribe in a rifle fight with a 
Mexican sheep-herder, are off the 
reservation, fortified. in the Ute moun- 
tains in southwegtern Colorado and 
defying the sheriff of Montezuma coun- 
ty and Indian agents to take from 
them Big Rabbit, who shot and seri- 
ously wounded the sheep-herder. 

The Utes are armed with magazine 
Trifles and are making so determined a 
stand that the sheriff returmed here 
today to gather a posse of fifty men 
and pursue the Utes into the moun- 
tains. Unless the Indians. yield, he 
said tonight, he would call upon the 
state to reinforce him with militia. 

The trouble with the Utes started a 
few days ago, when Joseph Vichel, a 
Mexican sneep-herder, refused to allow 
two Indian hunters to camp near his 
herd. The herder, according to his 
story, was attacked by the Utes. He 
was shot and seriously wounded after 
he had Killed one of his assailants. 
The other Ute returned with the body 
of his companion to the Ute reserva- 
tion, while Vichel was brought here. 

The death of the Indian aroused the 
Utes and a band was reported to have 
started for Cortez determined to de- 
mand the blood of the herder. 

Meanwhile the sheriff gathered a 
posse and started for the reservation 
to arrest Big Rabbit, the survivor of 
the two who attacked the Mexican. It 
is said the Utes fled with Big Rabbit 
for the mountains determined to de- 
fend him. 

There has been considerable trouble 
between the ranchmen and the Utes 
over the killing of game out of season.

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WINTER IS HIDING, 
-SAYS CHIEF MOORE 


Weather Prophet Warns Peo- 
ple Sunny Days Haven’t 
Come to Stay. 


Washington, January 
breezes and sunny days which are mak- 
ing folk think it is spring, are to con- 
tinue for some time, but Chief Willis L 
Moore, of the weather bureau, is out 
with a warning that winter is hiding 
somewhere, and is sure to come. Re- 
worts of most unusual weather condi- 
tions, telling of flowers in bloom, trees 
budding and birds and animals ventur- 
ing out from winter quarters, were 
coming into the weather dDureau. 

“With high pressures over the mid- 
die Atlantic and low pressure in Alaska 
and northwest such as we have been 


‘having for the last two months,” said 


Dr. Harry C. Frankenfield, chief fore- 
caster today, “we can have nothing but 
warm weather. To get a change these 
conditions must be reversed; that is, 
the pressure must become high in the 
northwest and low over the middle At- 
lantic ocean. This change willl cause 
an eastern movement of cold air from 
the northwest. When this will occur, 
however, I don’t know.” 

So far this month two weather rec- 
ords have been broken. One was the 
low temperature record of California 
and the other the low pressure record 
of the southeastern states. 

The temperature has been more near- 
ly normal in Minnesota and the Dako- 
tas, while it has been generally over 
the normal elsewhere, especially in the 
Atlantic coast states. Today the above- 
normal cities were New York, 23 de- 
grees; Washingon, 26; Boston, 28; Phil- 
adelphia, 24; Pittsburg, 22; Chicago, 10; 
Cleveland, 26; St. Louis, 9; Denver, 9.

Princeton, N. J., January 18.—Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson reiterated tonight 


that he had made absolutely no decis- | 


ion as to the personnel of his cabinet 


and added that, thus far, he had not! 


consciously conferred with any pros- 
pective candidates. 

"Tl wouldn’t do that,” he said, “until 
I had finally made up my mind to pick 
a man. 
ed with any future cabinet member’— 
and added, as an after thought— 
“though I might have consulted with 
some men whom I might subsequently 
choose.” 

Belleves Selections Will Accept. 

Mr. Wilson again expressed his be- 
Mef that it was unlikely any of the 
men Whom he selects for his cabinet 
will decline to accept the portfolios 
offered them. It had been suggested 
to him that many men were loath to 
give up their business to enter the 
cabinet. He said he realized the sacri- 
fices that were necessary sometimes. 

“A cabinet position, too,” he re- 
marked, “is a very responsible one 
where you do not get very much credit 
for your successes and catch it hard 
for your failures.” He anticipated lit- 
tle delay, he said, in Setting accept- 
ances from such men as he might 


choose for the various portfolios, and ' 


said that not unti] he had made up a 

complete slate would he begin to con- 

sult those whom he had picket out. 
Reception Instead of LUall. 

When Mr. Wilson was informed to- 
night that people in Washington were 
taking it for granted that a popular 
reception will be substituted for the 
inaugural ball, he said he had expect- 
ed to receive suggestions along that 
line. 

“I assumed,” he said, “that some- 
thing would be substituted. I rather 
hoped that Mr. Eustis would lay some 
plan before me.” 

William Corcoran JFustis, the in- 
auguTral chairman, was reported to 
have mailed his reply today to the gov- 
ernor’s letter recommending elimina- 
tion of the ball. The governor said 
he had not yet received it and probably 
would not until he reached his office 
in the statehouse at Trenton on Mon- 
day. 

The governor said he expected busy 
days next week in the New Jersey 
legislature. He will ask State Sena- 
tor J. Warren Davis to introduce, on 
Monday, several corporation bills that 
have been drafted by the governor, 
Judge Bennett Van Syckel and Chan- 
cellor Edwin Walker.

| WHERE WOODROW WILSON 
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PRACTICED LAW IN ATLANTA

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When Woodrow Wilson, the next president of the United States, practiced law in Atlanta in 
1881-82-83, he had offices on the second floor of the building on the northwest corner of Broad and 


Marietta streets.

In 1881, 1882 and 1883 Woodrow Wil- 
son, the next president of the United 
States, and the second democratic pres- 
ident since the civil war, was prac- 
ticing law in Atlanta, and those who 
saw his modest shingle did not think 
that he would one day be at the head 
of the nation and hold the highest of- 
fice within the gift of the American 
people. 

There has been some discussion 
about where Mr. Wilson had his law 
offices when practicing law in Atlanta. 
A number of lawyers have spoken of 


the matter, but very few could recall 
exactly where the offices were located. 

Mr. Wilson’s Atlanta law offices were 
in the building on the northwest cor- 
ner of Marietta and Broad streets, on 
the second floor and in the second 
and third rooms, with. windows facing 
on Broad street. The rooms are now 
occupied by the Abananza studio. 

In the front corner room were the 
law offices of the late Colonel W. H. 
Hulsey and the late Captain W. M. 
Bray. 


In the city directory of Atlanta for 


1883 there can be found the legal firm 
of Renick & Wilson. E. I. Renick was 
the law partner of Woodrow Wilson 
and their offices were located as 


stated. The number was then 48 Mari- 
etta street. It is now 29 1-2 Marietta 
street, the change having been made 
when. Atlanta’s streets were renum- 
bered, about twenty years ago. 

The building in which Mr. Wilson 
had his law offices was afterwards the 
headquarters for the Southern Bell 
Telephone company. 


TWENTY CALLED

J. D. Wilder and Mary Orphamious 
were placed under $100 bonds by Jus- 
tice J. P. Hughes late this afternoon 
for appearance at his court Monday 
morning, charged with conducting a 
lewd house in Wilder’s place, near the 
city. The man made bond immedi- 
ately, but the woman is still in jail, 
being unable to secure a bondsman. 

The woman had Lawton Nipper and 
Jack and John Perry brought before 
the court today on possessory war- 
rants, charging them with having a 
gold watch and chain worth $90 and 
$185 that the woman claims C. C. 
Dixon forcibly took off her person last 
Sunday afternoon.

Whitehall, on the “great white way,’

PEACE CELEBRATION 
OPPOSED BY BACON 


Washington, January 18.—The senate 
today approved the scheme to celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
treaty of Ghent and the conclusion of 
a century of peace between the United 
States and England. 

The bill authorizes the president to 
appoint a commission of seven mem- 
bers to confer with similar bodies hav- 
ing the centennial observance in 
charge. They are given $100,000 for 
expenses. 

Senator Bacon strongly objected to 
the bill and filed a minority report 
against it, which was signed also by 
Senators Hitchcock and Shively. He 
said there was no more reason to cele- 
brate one hundred years of peace with 
England than with any other country; 
that it was an invidious comparison 
and likely to cause resentment. 

“Tt would be an unwise expenditure 
of public funds to add another to the 
questionable and extravagant commis- 
sions already in existence,” he said. 
“The sentiment among the people of 
the two nations in favor of peace, is 
the best guarantee of peace, and there 
is no reason to believe this sentiment 
would be strengthened or promoted by 
the proposed commission.”

Drastic Shipping Measure In- 
troduced in House, 


As a Result of Shipping Trust Probe 
It's Proposed to Bar Trust 
Vessels From Canal. 


Washington, January 18.—The first 
result of the investigation of the so- 
called shipping trust by the house 
merchant marine committee appeared 
today as a bill by Representative 
Humphrey, of Washington, to bar from 
the Panama canal all American or for- 
eign vessels in “combines and confer- 
ences,’”’ 

Witnesses have told the committee 
that practically all vessels in the 
American Atlantic coastwise trade op- 
erate in agreement, and that the for- 
eign lines between New York and 
South America, South Africa, Austra- 
lia, Japan, China, the Philippines and 
India, have rate and sailing date 
agreements and rebate and pooling ar- 
rangements. 

“The evidence already produced at 
these hearings,” declared Representa- 
tive Humphrey, “has fully demonstrat- 
ed that the foreign steamships which 
carry our commerce are guilty of 
every charge made against them. The 
United States is a mere way station 
for these foreign-owned lines, and the 
evidence has also developed that thesé 
foreign combines intend to monopolize 
trade through the Panama canal.” 

Defense of rebating, pooling ar- 
rangements and rate agreements in 
Ocean freight trade featured the testi- 
mony of Herbert Barber, president of 
Rarber & Co., of New York, today be- 
fore the house shipping trust commit- 
tee. Mr. Barber told the committee 
yesterday that Hnes represented by his 
company in the trade between New 
York and South America, South Africa, 

-China, Japan and. tie Philippine 
islands were among those operating 
“under rate agreements, having pooling 
arrangements in some instances and 
giving rebates to the United States 
trade. 

He said today that rebates by his 
company were nothing more than dis- 
counts to shippers who entered into 
long term agreements. 

The committee heard from Joseph T. 
Lilly, of Norton & Co., of New York, 
more about rate and sailing date con- 
ferences and pooling agreements be- 
tween lines in the trade between New 
York and South Africa, Australia, Ja- 
pan, China, the Philippines and India. 
Some lines represented by his firm, the 
witness said, were in these confer- 
ences, 

M. Bouvier, vice president of the W. 
R. Grace company, New York, told the 
committee 95 per cent of the trade 
between New York and the west coast 
of South America was carried at the 
same rates. He could not remember 
when there had been anything like a 
rate war, but declared there was more 
or less rate-cutting all the time.

AGREED TO FIX 
PRICES OF MEAT 
But the Missouri Commissioner 


Finds Agreement Hasn’t 
Resulted in Monopoly. . 


Jefferson City, Mo., January 18.— 
Daniel Dillon, commissioner, appointed 
by the supreme -covrt of Missouri to 
take evidence in the suit filed by the 
attorney general to oust the alleged 
meat packers’ combination from the 
state, reported to the supreme court 
today that he found the six companies 
in an agreement to control prices. 

“But I do not think,” the report adds, 
“that the evidence is sufficiently spe- 
cific in regard to the volume of busi- 
ness it controls and the volume of 
business as done by others to warrant 
the finding that the combination con- 
stitutes a monopoly.’ 

The six companies named in the pro- 
ceedings are Swift & Co., Armour & 
Co.. Morris & Co., the National Packing 
company, the Hammond Packing com- 
pany and the St. Louis Dressed Beef 
and Provision company. The commis- 
sioner makes no recommendation as to 
whether the packers shall be ousted 
from Missouri. 

The suit filed by the attorney sen- 
era] @c7 directed particularly against 
the Hummond Packing company, of 
St. Joseph, and the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision company, the 
ouster of which specifically is sought. 

These are the two Missourl compa- 
nies which the commissioner found to 
have been controlled by the National 
Packing company, the stock of which 
in turn was held by the Armour, Swift 
and Morris interests. 

Cases also are pending in the su- 
preme court against Swift & Co., Mor- 
ris & Co., and Armour & Co., and the 
testimony taken against the Hammond 
ang St. Louis companies by Commis- 
sioner Dillon also will be applicable, 
for the most part, it is said, in the 
cases against the three Chicago firms, 

Since the suit was filed the National 
Packing company has been dissolved. 
The commissioner found that the 
National was incorporated by Swift, 
Armour and Morris interests and capi- 
talized at $15,000,000. The National 
company, the commissioner’ says, in 
turn held all the stock of the three 
firms and purchased the St. Louis 
Dressed Beef and Provision company, 
the Hammond and the Omaha, Hutch- 
inson, Anglo-American, Fowler and 
United Packing companies. Later the 
National. was dissolved because New 
York brokers failed to raise $60,000,000 
to form a packing combination. 

“While there is no direct testimony, 
the report continues, “that either 
Swift, Armour & Co. or Morris & Co. 
had any agreement with the National 
Packing company as to the conduct 
and management of its business, and 
while some of the witnesses testified 
that they never Knew of any such ar- 
rangement, I have no hesitancy in 
finding that there was an agreement 
between Swift & Co., Armour & Co., 
Morris & Co, and the National Packing 
company and the respondents herein 
and the other companies whose prop- 
erty and assets have been transferred 
to the National Packing company as 
to the conduct of their business with a 
view to destroying free competition in 
the purchase of cattic, hogs and sheep 
and in the sale of fresh meats and 
other packing house products in Mis- 
souri and in the United States.”

and appropriating $5,000 for the work 
of the committee. The bill has still to 
pass the house. 

President Taft appointed a commit- 
tee including, Dr. E. B. Woodward, 
president of the Carnegie institute; 
Charles Walcott, secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution; General James 
Allen, chief signal officer of the army, 
and a number of other scientists to de- 
termine by March 4 whether it would 
be worth while for the United States 
to establish such a laboratory.

A parent is given two weeks in 
which to have a child treated volun- 
tarilv. At the end of two weeks a 
nurse visits the school and collects 
from the principal cards sent by doc- 
tors and dentists. The

When the question of the tariff is 
broached to some men titey hold up 
their hands in horror and say, “We 
must have a high tariff to protect 
Americans from the pauper labor of 
the old world.” Yet, strange to gay, 
we have here in these United Stateg a 
large amount of pauper labor and a 
large part of it is composed of for- 
eigners. 

labor agents seeking men for mines 
and many other industries in the 
United States, promise high wages, 
and they induce labor to come to this 
country on that promise. When they 
get here and go to work they are 
taken o nthe pay roll at high wages— 
but—they have often to live in houses 
bullt and owned by the corporation 
employing them, who fix the rent at 
their own figure; they have to trade at 
the commissary store of the corpora- 
tion, who charge them what they 
please for goods, and often pay off in 
script, good only at the company store. 
And in addition the corporation often 
deducts weekly from the pay envelope 
a fee for doctor’s attention, whether 
or not the man is ever sick. What-is 
the result? When that man balances 
his account at the end of the week he 
will find that he is really getting very 
little, if any, more than he earned in 
Europe. 

And in the meantime, as was the 
case last week when the senate and 
congress began to take up the re- 
vision of the tariff downward, the big 
boss of this kind of corporations, 
“all associated,” sent his representa- 
tive to Washington to tell the senate 
tariff committee to please let the high 
tariff stay on the goods they were 
manufacturing because they could not 
compete with the “pauper labor’ of 
the old world, and many of these same 
men were working foreigners in this 
country at so small a wage that they 
are now making these goods and sell- 
ing them to foreign customers in 
Europe at less than they gell the same 
goods here in the United States®* to 
their own countrymen. Some few days 
ago the governor of Georgia was 
quoted in the daily press as in a meas- 
ure opposing the coming tq Georgia 
of a lot of young men from England 
to take lands and farm here in this 
state. 

I venture the assertion that there Is 
enough good farm land in Cobb county 
lying idle now and not in cultivation 
to double the production of every kind 
of crop raised tn this county. If these 
vast unused tracts of farm lands were 
now producing it would mean more 
commerce for the county, better roads, 
ete. If these farms were taken up by 
sturdy young English farmers Cobb 
would be the wealthiest county in 
Georgia. This will apply to any coun- 
ty in Georgia, and if these Britishers 
settled over a large area of Georgia 
the state would be that much the 
richer, for the south is a producing 
section: in fact, very nearly all of the 
United States ig more adapted to pro- 
ducing wealth from the soll than In 
making wealth by converting or man- 
ufacturing, and of the two forms of 
making wealth producing from the 
soil does the greatest amount of good. 
Therefore, the sooner that lawmakers 
learn that the protection a high tariff 
gives is to a few owners of manufac- 
turing plants, who make their prices 
so that instead of the government get- 
ting a revenue, it enables these manu- 
facturers to collect a duty from the 
one hundred millions of consumers in 
the United States. It enables manu- 
facturers to form associations and fix 
prices, contro] labor and to work 
women and children at less than the

pauper wages of the old world. What 
matters it if a few manufacturers of 
certain kinds of goods have to go out 
of business, if a hundred million peo- 
ple are enabled to save thereby by 
being able to get some of their neces- 
sities for less? Suppose it does throw 
out of work a few thousand men. 
There are the trades open to them, and 
today the trades are paying the high- 
est wages in the United States. A 
carpenter or brickmason can prac- 
tically dictate his own price for his 
work, many earning $7 a day, and $5 
per day is not an unusual wage for 
an indifferent workman. Intelligent 
farm labor is also worth a premium, 
so if many manufacturing plants close 
down and these men turned their en- 
ergies to other pursuits they would be

The hopeless ignorance of the great 
mass of the people that has allowed 
this condition to become possible ig be- 
ing swept aside as a vapor before the 
great sun of intelligence that has 
awakened in the nation, and men who 
were plodderg for so long are now get- 
ting knowledge. They are thinking, 
and taking into thelr hands the regula- 
tion of evils that have existed so long. 
Where a few years ago no one dared 
to question the decisiong of the su- 
preme court, men are now asking if 
they created that branch of the gov- 
ernment to govern them absolutely by 
their decisions, of if that branch of 
the government was not made to carry 
out their laws, aS passed by them. 

It has been possible for a long time 
for all kinds ot commercial] pirates to 
set at naught the laws of the land by 
appealing to that great-and powerful 
body, the supreme court of the United 
States, for an injunction pending their 
deliberations that often took ten years 
to decide. It is good to have a high 
opinion of courts, and of the men who 
are judges, but when they take to 
themselves the power to say that any 
act of congress, for the good of the 
people-at-large, is mot to be, then I 
have a poor opinion of their decisions. 

Last year the supreme court of the 
United States handed wown a decision 
confirming the lower court, and it was 
exactly thirteen years since the case 
went to trial and was appealed to 
them. 

As a matter of fact, this country 
could get along right now very well 
without any supreme court. This 
branch of government has well-nigh 
taken all the rights of the people 
away from them and taken it into their 
own hands. A few men, appointed for 
life, with powers never intended, have 
made of their office a practical abse- 
lute monarchy, in the government of 
this republic.

SALESMANSHIP. 

A gentleman in the course of con- 
versation the other day remarked, “I 
am very anxious to secure a good 
Salesman for a position I have open, 
but am finding it difficult to find just 
the kind of a man I want.” There 
are plenty of hard workers, but the 
chief lack is that of ideals. The man 
I want must have some pretty high 
ideals of his business to make the suc- 


‘cess I want out of the line.” 


It is a question just how many men 
Sot out to sel] their goods with the 
right kind of ideals behind them. Of 
course, working for some firms it is 
impossible to have any ideals worth 
Speaking of, Dut the man who is in 
that position ig to be pitied, because 
he can never do his best work and can 
Only watch and wait for the right op- 
portunity to get out and into some- 
thing better. 

The best salesman in the world is 
only half efficient when he is not 
working for the concern he believes 
in. To reach that point of success 
where he is pointed up to as an ex- 
ample he must have a firm belief in 
his firm’s integrity and the cnaracter 
of the men who compose that firm. He 
must know that the firm’s business is 
conducted along lines which will stand 
the scrutiny of the most exacting, and 
that they have built the business on a 
foundation of ideals in service which is 
worthy of the best effort of any man 
to support. He must believe in his 
company as the best, most honest and 
liberal to every one who comes in con- 
tact with it, and he must believe this 
not merely to be able to say it, but 
to be aible to fee] it in his heart at all 
times. Wien he walks into a man's 
place of business to try and sell him 
goods he must have that confidence in 
the goods .e is selling and the firm 
he is representing that will enable kim 
to absolutely Know that the merchant 
cannot be the loser by giving him his 
trade. 

There are ideals in commercial serv- 
ice which have never yet been reach- 
ed and which never will be, for as fast 
as man achieves one point to which 
he has aimed he sets another goal 
ahead of himself. But the higher the 
ideale the men who go out to sell the 
goods for the firm have the higher 
the ideals which the firm will try to 
live up to. Because itis the tendency of 
us all to try and live up to the ideals 
which others have for us, and the firm 
which will not try to raise itself to 
meet the ideals that its own salesmen, 
who act as its ambassadors to the 
trade, have ‘for it, will not last long be- 
fore the competition of other and bet- 
ter concerns and will quickly find 
itself in the limbo of bankruptcy. 


THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


The thing which creates fear in the 
wind of any man ifs not that which he 
says he dreads, but the results which 
his own imagination pictures as com- 
ing as a direct effect from that thing. 
One of the biggest bugaboos of the re- 
tail merchant who is !n the habit of 
getting “business scares’ is the mail 
order house. If that same merchant 
would sit down with a pencil and paper 
and do a little comparison work he 
would find that his bugaboo was chief- 
ly a creature of his own imagination. 

Let that merchant put down one side 
of his page the advantages that the 
mail order house has over himself and 
he will find that the advantage is all 
his own way, and that the only reason 
the big concern succeeds in selling 


‘goods by catalog where he has failed | 


in person, is by better business man- 
agement and the. better seizure of 
openings. 

One of the biggest assets of any 
mail order house is its list of prospect- 
ive buyers. In short, its mailing list. 
This list is compiled with much labor 
and painstaking work and is prized as 
the main part of the business organi- 
zation. How much better and more 
complete a list the local retalfler could 
have if he would only apply as much 
labor and ingenuity to the complling 
of it? Nobody is in as good a position 
as he is to Know the people of his 
neighborhood, and the facts that the 
mailorder houses goes to infinite pains

to classify the people whose accounts 

have to pass on. When I Know that 
I have the man placed in his proper 
classification I know I can pretty sure- 
ly know how to treat him.” 


PUBLICITY POINTERS. 


There were once two retail clothing 
Stores, side by side, on a good business 
Street.. They carried similar lines of 
goods, and their prices compared prac- 
tically even. But the proprietor of one 
made a fortune in twenty years, and 
the other one went bankrupt in two 
years, The first one had his store com- 
pletely fitted with all the newest and 
best methods of handling and display- 
ing his stock to the best advantage, 
and he always Kept it in good condi- 
tion, where the customer would have 
the best points impressed upon him. 
The other one had rows of big dusty 
shelves, where the clothes were piled 
up in heaps that had to be carried 
down and sorted over every time a 
customer made known the style of 
g00ds he wanted. The clothes were 
where no man could look at them and 
See anything but a pile of empty 
clothes, and where any good points 
they had at first were seen covered 
with the gloom of the store and the 
dust which covered them. 

The point of this story is plain to all 
who read, but there is a point to it 
which can be applied to the advertis- 
ing man, also. The pulling power of 
advertising depends as much on the 
fway the copy is prepared as on the 
Placing of the ads and the amount of 
space, used. The man who takes pains 
and spends time over the preparation 
of his copy will find that advertising 
pays over and over again, and that 
there is no better investment he can 
make for his business than his adver- 
tisinge appropriation. But the man who 
contracts to use a certain amount of 
space and then lets anything at all go 
in it, and writes his copy as a matter 
of small, moment, and to be done at 
come odd minute of leisure, will find 
that the result will grow smaller and 
smaller, and that soon he is losing 
money—by his own fault. Then he cuts 
out his afvertising altogether, and de- 
velops into another man who declares 
than “advertising doesn’t pay.” 

Every. ad should be so worded and 
arranged: that it will appeal to the in- 
terest of the man who is Hkely to buy. 
Every point In the favor of the goods 
to be sold must be brought out in as 
attractive a ‘manner as possible, and 
the arguments must all be focussed on 
the point attacked—the interest of the 
buyer. To be a good ad writer, a man 
must be a student of human nature, 
and must know instinctively the side 
of the public which is most likely to 
be impressed with the advantages of- 
fered by the goods on gale, and there- 
fore he must concentrate all the power 
of his ad on the lines of suggestion 
which will meet with the readiest re- 
sponse from the public he is trying to 
reach. '

DEATH HAS CALLED 
TO “DEACON” WHITE 


New York, January 18.—Stephen Van 
Cullen White, Wall street broker, fa- 
mililarly -known as “Deacon” White, 
former friend of Henry Ward Beecher, 
and for many years treasurer of his- 
toric Plymouth church of Brooklyn, 
died today. He was a picturesque and 
noted figure in the financial district,

Rocks having the same mineral 
composition may differ widely in their 
structure and also tn their usefulness 
as road materials. These differences 
ef structure have generally been 
brought about by a re-arrangement of 
the mineral constituents, so thet an 
originally massive rock may assume 
a aschistose or laminated structure. 
The minerals in such rocks are orten- 
tated, that is, their longer axes all have 
the same Girection. This arrangement 
of the minerals causes the rocks to 
break with greater ease along certain 
lines than along others, which unfits 
them, in a large measure, for road 
purposes. A rock to be well sulted 
for macadamizing material should 
possess a massive structure, and should 
have no weak lines along which it can 
be easily broken. These conditions 
are generally met with in rocks of 
igneous origin. The minerals in these 
rocks occur in the form of grains, as 
in most of the granites, or they may 
eccur in the form of crystals, 
rise to a felt-like structtire as is seen

The latter structure is usuall- charac- 
teristic of great toughness, and it en- 
e@bles the rock to undergo long and 
continued wear without going to pieces. 

The term “trap” is from the Sweed- 
ish word “trappa,” meaning a stair or 
step. It was first applied to igneous 
rocks weathering in the form of mas- 
sive steps. The term as now commonly 
used has a rather indefinite meaning. 
However, it is frequently applied to 
any dark, massive, eruptive rock, 
whose mineral constituents are not 
readily made out without the use of 
the microscope. This class of rocks 
has received various local names given 
fror | their natural or fancied resem- 
bla te to certain minerals or other 
ob; tts. A common name applied to 

throughout the southern states 
n-stone or iron-rock. 
rock is also frequently used. 
ast of these seems to be some- 
what descriptive, and evidently has 
reference to its pecullar rounded mode 
of weathering and its usual hardness. 
All the trap rocks are of igneous 
origin and commonly occur in the form 
of dikes which were originally fissures 
in the earth’s crust extending to great 
depth, through which the trap rock 
welled up in the form of melted lava. 
The great rapidity with which the 
rocks cooled caused them to be very 
fine-grained and compact. Many of 
them have such exceedingly fine 
structure that it is often impossible 
to identify the individual mineral con- 
stituents without the aid of the micro- 
scope. The most common variety of 
trap rock used in road construction is 
technically known as diabase. 

The diabases are made up of pla- 
gioclase and augite and possess a pe- 
cullar interlocked structure Which 
gives to these rocks their remarkable 
toughness. The feldspar occurg in the 
form of long, narrow, Ilath-shaped 
crystals, surrounded and enclosed by 
broad, angular plates of augite. All 
the diabases are of the dark color, and 
are usually very homogeneous in tex- 
ture. As @ general rule they have a 
fine texture and always break with 
great difficulty. The fragments, 
whether broken by hand or by the 
crusher, are usually 
angular, which permits them to be- 
come easily consolidated into a com- 
pact, hard mass, by the action of the 
roller. 

The diabases are very generally dis- 
tributed throughout the Pledmont area 
of Georgia. They occur always in the 
form of dikes, which vary in thickness 
from a few inches to several] rods.

This dike continues for 
about 65 miles in a southeasterly direc- 
tion, through Coweta, Meriwether and 
Talbot counties, finally disappearing 
beneath the Columbia sands about 4 
miles south of Talbotton. In this dis- 
tance there occura number of breaks or 
interruptions a mile or more in length, 
which are due either to an actual dis- 
continuity of the dike or its burial 
the residual decay from the 
including gneisses and schists. Paral- 
lel with the main dikes are usually 
found one or more small dikes which 
may vary from an inchtoseveral feet 
in thickness. The rock forming the 
smaller dikes is always fine grained, 
resembling very closely the contact 
edges of the larger dikes. When the 
dikes become of large size, ag in the 
Case of the one traversing Jones and 
Jasper counties, they frequently form 
low, well-rounded ridges, whose sur- 
faces are covered with innumerable 
rounded bowlders, varying from a few 
inches to many feet in dlameter. In 
some instances the large dikes form 
cataracts or falls in small streams; but 
this is not of common occurrence. The 
best exposures of dikes are to be seen 
along the several railroads traversing

These rocks are of dark-gray or 
black color, usually fine-grained and 
Quite difficult to break with a ham- 
mer. Ag a road-surfacing materia] this 
Class of rocks has no equal, Its great 
hardness and its remarkable tough- 
ness, together with its excellent bind- 
ing quality, make it an ideal road- 
building material. 

There are a number of localities 
along the several railroads of north 
Georgia where quarries of this supe- 
rior road material can be opened up at 
a small cost, and the stone can be 
readily shipped to all parts of the state 
for both street and road purposes. 

In view of the fact that trap rock 
occurs within the limits of the state 
in ample abundance for. street-sur- 
facing material, would it not be a wise 
actonthe part of the city authorities 
to secure this superior stone for the 
wearing surface of streets constructed 
of broken stone? As the coefficient 
of wear of this stone is approximately 
twice that of granite or limestone, it 
would be cheap to secure it even at 
an increase Of Cost.

Having naturally good land, which 
is kept well in repair, Mrs. Napler al- 
Ways grows good crops of every de- 
scription. She is a great believer in 
grain, and this year has a large crop 
in excellent condition. Her land tis 
well adapted to grain, there beifte 400 
acres of nearly level ground in one 
field in a high state of cultivation and 
free from stumps. 

Mrs. Napier !s a member of the 
Crawford family, well known over 
Georgia. She is@sister of George 
Crawford, of Birmingham, Ala., presi- 
dent of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company. Her home is a popular place 
with people all over the state who 
have been entertained here most hos- 
pitably.

TO “UNCLE JOE” 


Although Retired From Con- 
gress, Ex-Speaker Says He 
Intends to Keep Voting. 


Washington, January 18.—Democrats 
and republicans joined in an ovation 
to former Speaker Cannon when he 
spoke in the house todav in support of 
the army appropriation bill and con- 
cluded with fhe declaration that since 
he “had been given a leave of absence” 
for which he did not ask, he was go- 
ing home to live among the people who 
had honored him by sending him to 
congress for forty years. 

“If perchance I should never again 
be in public life—and I shall not seek 
it,” said Mr. Cannon, “I purpose to 
carry out my full duty as one of the 
sovereigns of this nation—a voter.” 
~ “It makes little , difference,” he 
added, “what we call ourselves—demo- 
crats or repullicans—and those two 
great organizations are the only par- 
ties I recognize. If you democrats 
make good I will be one of the first 
to shout ‘Glory hallujah.’ The proof 
of the pudding is the eating thereof.” 

Replying to attacks on the size of 
the standing army, the former speaker 
said: 

“We've troubles on the border land 
—Mexico and so on-—God knows we 
don’t want them, and either we must 
abandon the Monroe doctrine and play 
the *thappy-go-lucky game or realize 
all the obligations the future may 
bring us.”

Billions for Pensions. 
(From The New York World.) 

A dispatch s ays: Since June 30, 
1902, when there were 999,446 pension- 
ers, the largest number ever on the 
government rolls, there has been a 
steady decline. At the end of the last 
fiscal year, according to Secretary 
Fisher’s annual report, there were 
$60,294, the smallest number in twenty- 
four years. 

But while the pension figures have 
reached the lowest mark in two dec- 
ades the amount expended for pensions 
this year, owing to the general serv- 
ice bill passed last spring, will be the 
largest in the history of this country. 
Last year the government paid out 
about $155,000,000; for this year the ap- 
propriation is $164,500,000, and Secre- 
tary Fisher asks $20,500,000 more for 
1914, 

It is more than forty-seven years 
since the close of the civil war Prob- 
ably no soldier or sailor who served 
ninety days is now less than 62 or is 
Larred by reason of 2ge from receiving 
the minimum pension of $13 a month, 
In those forty-seven years the govern- 
ment has disbursed for pensions $4,- 
286,922,719,65, and of the 860,294 pen- 
sioners on the rolis. last June nearly 430 
per cent were widows and dependents,

The citizens who will wait on council! i: 
behalf of the Humphrey resolutipn are co 
missioned by one of the most thorough!) 
Fepresentative mass meetings in the post- 
bellum history of Atlanta. 

That meeting simply put into formal 
expression the verdict of the people 
handed down, most recently, in the election 
of James G. Woodward, as mayor; as ex- 
pressed a little more than a year ago in tne 
narrowly defeated movement for commis- 
sion government; as expressed at intervals 
and unmistakably for a period of nearly 
fifteen years. 

Present at the open 
approved the Humphrey resolution were 
elements from every class in Atlanta. 
Laboring man, merchant, professional man, 
captain of industry, private citizen—all and 
singular of the constituents of the city's 
population. There was no effort made to 
outline the peculiar form of charter revis- 
ion demanded by the city. There was no 
antagonism manifest toward council. Tha 
note of co-operation was in every respect 
dominant. But the master-keynote of the 
meeting was the demand for some manner 
of charter revision that should bring the 
organic law up to twentieth century needs 
and cure the fundamental defects witn 
which the veriest novice is familiar. 

The meeting was held after a majority 
of councilmen had declared their action in 
tabling the Humphrey resolution had been 
misconstrued; that they merely wanted 
time to consider so important a matter 
with proper deliberation; that they recog- 
nized flaws in the charter and were ready 
in due season to extend adequate relief. 

Individual councilmen have now had 
two weeks in which to debate the propo- 
sition with their consciences. They have 
geen that the press of ths city is united in 
advocacy of a bona fide and not a luke- 
warm or compromising revision. They 
must know, since none of them are lacking 
in astuteness, that public sentiment is a 
unanimity on this proposition as it seldom 
bas been since the days of reconstruction. 

Tomorrow brings the test.

We believe, we hope, that council will 
heed. 

A previous council defeated commission 
government by wantonly betraying public 
confidence with promises for political 
revenue only. 3 

The revamping of the organic law can- 
not again be defeated by such childish and 
indefensible devices. The people are 
awake. They are determined. They will 
not again be taken into camp. 

‘Council is, or should fe, cognizant of 
these facts. It is, or should be, cognizaat 
of the fact that all that is asked of it by the

people whose warrant it holds is co-opera- 
tion in the discharge of a task which coun- 
cil should, above any other element, be 
most eager to discharge in accordance witha 
the public will. It is, or should be, cogni- 
zant of the fact that its own members will 
have the final word in the matter, if they 
agree to work in harmony with their prin- 
cipals.

The people 
are relying on its pledged word to see that 
the opportunity is capitalized! 


GROUNDLESS GLOOM. 


In a recent issue of McClure’s Maga- 
zine George Kibbe Turner, a_ political 
writer of coming reputation, “views with 
alarm” the democratic situation. He fears 
the incoming administration is menaced by 
the specters of reactionarism, bad faith 
with regard to pledges and general decre»t- 
tude. The one factor that can save the 
day, according to Mr. Turner’s reckoning; 
is backbone on part of President-elect 
Wilson. 

Mr. Turner's forebodings are unfounded. 
He should pay less attention to superficial 
indications and more to the general con- 
structive spirit that informs democracy 
from its humblest recruit on up to _ its 
titular leader, Mr. Wilson. Mr. Turner’s 
uneasiness is grounded chiefly on the as- 
sertions that the house and the senate are 
both in the clutches of a democratic 
“machine,” the motive-power of which is 


‘reactionary and that in both bodies power- 


ful efforts will be put forth to thwart not 
only bona fide tariff revision but as well 
the larger progressive program of the ad- 
ministration. 

The cardinal flaw in all this reasoning 
is that the promulgator of it tacitly accuses 
democratic leaders and the rank and file of 
insanity. The newest novice in 
politics, the man who merely skims the 
newspapers, knows that the democratic 
party went into office on a_ tidal-wave 
mandate, the substance of which was sen- 
sible, but not hysterical, progress. The 
rankest amateur realizes that the country’s 
voice has been ringing clear and strong 
during the past three years not only for 
tariff reform, but equally for effectual 
means of curbing the overweening power 
of the trusts, for combatting the cost of 
living and for all and singular of the doc- 
trines that spell advancement for. this 
country. 

Leaders among the democrats have not 
lost their astuteness. In fact, they have, 
during the past two years, demonstrated 
new acumen in reading the public will. 
They understand they have not been voted 
an indefinite tenure of office, but that they 

‘ merely on trial before the nation. They 
now that betrayal of public trust or fail- 
ure to fulfill explicit and implied platform 
pledges means a return to exile—possibly, 
even, the signal for party disintegration.

In this connection urban and rural in- 
vestments in the southern half of the 
United States are peculiarly investments in 
which the elements of gambling or uncer- 
tainty are brought to an irreducible mini- 
mum. The south experienced its ordeal of 
“wildcatism” several years ago, but has 
long since outgrown it and entered upon a 
permanent epoch of stable values and sober 
methods. 

Civilization and civilized institutions are 
here well established. Tne marvelous ad- 
vancement since reconstruction is only an 
earnest of the development yet to be 
manifest in all directions, whether com- 
mercial, agricultural or industrial. The 
south, therefore, from the standpoint of 
opportunity, combines the rare appeal of 
the Canadian northwest with the incom- 
parable advantage of security in invest- 
ment. To use a comparison, capital, 
whether of brain, brawn or money, invested 
in this section is like capital invested in 
gilt-edged bonds returning a high and sure 
dividend; whereas, trafficking with oppor- 
tunity in the spectacular Canadian north- 
west is parallel to tampering with specula- 
tive stocks which may make the owner’s 
fortune or which may tumble him into the 
abyss of misfortune.

LIBERAL WATERWAY POLICY. 


Despite the fact that the republicans 
still nominally control the senate, it is 
likely that the rivers and harbors bill re 
ported recently to the house will become a 
law with few important changes. The 
measure makes fairly liberal provision for 
southern rivers and harbors, Georgia 
streams coming in for substantial recog- 
nition and appropriations being made for 
harbor improvements at Savannah and 
Brunswick. | 

It is not necessary that the democratic 
party sway to the republican extremes of 
or resort to “pork barrel” 
methods pure and simple, to justify a lib- 
eral policy toward waterways, especially 
those of the southern states. It is these 
channels of traffic which will be most 
severely taxed by the tremendous trade 
impulse following the opening of the 
Panama canal.

That attitude is decid- 
edly a narrow one, and persisted in is 
likely to cost the party and the section 
more in the long run than any compensat- 
ing temporary gain. 

But it is conceded that during the years 
of republican administration the legitimate 
claims of southern waterways have been 
ignored in favor of appeals coming from 
territory more debatable in the political 
sense. As a result, there are arrearages to 
be made up, and the process will redound 
as largely to the benefit of the nation as 
to that of the south itself. 

A systematic, scientific program should 
be inaugurated and projects considered 
and money appropriated on the merits of 
specific propositions, and not on their 
“fence-building” possibilities. Practice of 
this theory affords plenty of latitude to 
deal justly and wisely with the rivers and 
harbors of the south. 

Incidentally, it is to be hoped congress 
will pay more attention to the issue of good 
roads. Highways are an essential part of 
the transportation scheme. They are 
deserving of every bit as much federal at- 
tention as are waterways. 


GEORGIA’S HEALTH BOARD. 


The increasing activities of the Georgia 
state board of health are reflected in the 
annual report, recently made public by its 
secretary and director of laboratories, Dr. 
H. F. Harris. In every phase of the board’s 
jurisdiction there has been a steady in- 
crease of effectiveness. It has been called 
upon to dea] with a larger number of cases 
of rabies than the year previous, a fact that 
should awaken the people of Georgia to the 
importance of immediate treatment for this 
disease. In the matters of supplying tuber- 
culin, smallpox vaccine points and doses of 
typhoid vaccine the board has been espe- 
cially active, as with regard to its bacte- 
riological examination, its analysis of water 
supplies and other features. The secretary 
also reports gratifying progress in combat- 
ting hookworm, probably the most preva- 
lent of diseases in Georgia and the south. 

What has been accomplished in the past 
year and in the years preceding is merely 
an earnest of what is possible in the safe- 
guarding of the state’s health, if the board 
is given sufficient power and _ sufficient 
money by the legislature. As was shown 
during the recent meningitis epidemic :n 
Midville, the latitude of the board and its 
supply funds handicap it materially in 
the achieving of effectual work. 

Year after year Dr. Harris has urged 
additional appropriations and the enact- 
mént of laws that would clarify the situa- 
tion, legally, as it pertains to the functions 
of the board. The legislature has given 
only indifferent attention. It is a safe as- 
sumption that more heed, speaking rela- 
tively, has been given to the stamping out 
of the diseases of animals, crops and trees 
than of those that afflict humanity. 

If Georgia hopes to keep pace with 
other states, and to extend to its citizenry 
that vital protection of which modern 
science is capable, it will have to remedy 
this viewpoint. The efficiency and prog- 
ress of the state, like the efficiency and 
progress of the individual, is no more as- 
sured than is its health. We plan and 
build ambitiously for tomorrow in many 
material and moral and intellectual direc 
tions. But unless we see that the physical 
basis is sound, these other aspirations 
must inevitably be cherished to a control- 
ling extent in vain.

In Our National Capital 


A Celemn of News and Gossip Con- 
ducted by The Constitution's Spe- 
cial Washington Correspondent.

Washington, January 18.—(Special)—What- 
ever the effect of the impeachment of Judge 
Robert W. Archbald upon the political move- 
ment for the recall of judges, it has proved 
the adequacy of the remedy provided in the 
constitution to rid the judiciary of an un- 
worthy judge. 

Judge Archbald’s counsel, as is usual in 
such cases, argued that none of the articles 
recited an offense punishable under the crimi- 
nal law; that at its worst, he was only guilty 
of acts of indiscretion. 

But the senate, after listening to the tes- 
timony for six weeks, concluded that Judge 
Archbald was totally lacking. in a proper 
conception of the judicial function, and 
stripped from him the judicial ermine, and 
put a bar between him and every, office of 
profit or trust under the government. 

Following the proceedings from day to 
day, aS this worn and white-haired old man 


of 64 faced the house managers who repre- 
sented the American people in prosecuting 
the case, one felt a sense of wonder, mixed 
with pity, as the sordid tale was unfolded. 
The pathetic folly, the childish imbecility of 
his acts and the bland and uncomprehending 
air with which he viewed all the fuss that 
was made over them, impressed the onlooker. 
He had done nothing but ask for small favors 
from friends and acquaintances, like the 
indorsement of notes for $500, the securing 
of options on coal lands and culm dumps 
owned and controlled by railroads. Could 
any one be so simple as to imagine that the 
granting of these favors would influence his 
decision as a judge in the cases affecting 
these friends pending before him for settle- 
ment? When he sent for a lawyer for a rail- 
road litigant to advise him privately about a 
dissenting opinion that he expected to 
render in behalf of the ratlroads, he 
thought he was only doing a very ordinary 
thing. When he changed the legal record in 
the case by the insertion of a word which 
completely changed the sense of one wit- 
ness’ testimony, he did not think it worth 
wilile to notify his associates on the bench. 

He will retire to private life after twenty- 
eight years on the bench, disgraced in the 
eyes of present-day Americans and con- 
demned to be forever referred to whenever 
a public official Is tried by impeachment pro- 
ceedings. He was the third judge in the his- 
tory of the country to be removed from the 
bench. But of these three, Judge Wade Hum- 
phrevs voluntarily gave up his post to become 
a confederate state judge, and Judge Picker- 
ing was insane, and did not appear at all in 
his own defense. 


Judge Clayton on the Result. 

Representative Henry D. Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, chairman of the house judiciary com- 
mittee, which investigated the charges 
against Archbald, and of the house managers 
who prosecuted him, said of the result: 

“Today’s result proves the efficiency of 
the process provided bv the constitution for 
the removal of unfaithful officers, and gives 
life and vitality to the orderly method of im- 
peachment. It also establishes beyond suc- 
cessful future dispute that the scope of im- 
peachment is not limited to criminal acts 
merely, but that the clause fixing the tenure 
of federal judges to during good behavior has 
a broader significance, in fact, means just 
what it says. The appointment of federal] 
judges by the president and their confirma- 
tion by the senate ts the exercise of a ‘polit- 
ical’ power by the senate representing the 
states and the people.” 


Wilson Is Taciturn. : 
President-elect Wilson is puzzling his 
supporters and the democratic leaders in con- 
gress. None of the men whom he has called 
into conference have the slightest conception 
of what he expects to do, or who will be his 
cabinet advisers. 

President Cleveland was Known as “the 
taciturn’” man. President Wilson promises 
to be almost equally secretive. 

With only six weeks remaining before in- 
auguration, the democratic members of con- 
gress are consumed with eagerness to know 
who will be in the cabinet, when the extra 
session of congress will be called; whether 
anything but the tariff is to be considered at 
that extra session. Washington is eager to 
know whether Mr. Wilson will really insist 
on a simple inaugural ceremony, or whether 
the parade and ball are to held on the same 
elaborate scale as in recent years. 

There is uneasiness among the men who 
have been on the democratic firing HMne in 
congress for years. They are not unfriendly 
to Mr. Wilson, but they are simply wondering 
if he will co-operate with the party leaders 
in congress as he was expected to do. Some 
democrats who have been called into confer- 
ence by him and have come away without 
any inkling as to what was tin the presiden- 
tial mind, feel that he is making a mistake. 

Representative Thetus W. Sims, of Ten- 
nessee, voiced in a speech in the house the 
unrest and uneasiness that is afflicting many 
democrats when he warned Mr. Wilson 
against men who would give him misinfor- 
mation about public men and measures. 

Among the men who have recently talked 
to President-elect Wilson are Representatives 
A. Mitchel] Palmer, of Pennsylvania; Albert 
S. Burleson, of Texas; Senators Gore, of Okla- 
homa: Hoke Smith, of Georgia; Chamberlin, 
of Oregon; Owen, of Oklahoma, and Senator- 
elect Ollie James, of Kentucky. If any one 
of them has gotten Into the confidence of Mr. 
Wilson, they have Kept the fact to them- 
selves. Many of them have received a dis- 
tinct impression that the president's attitude 
was one of aloofness. They have a feeling 
of having dropped their penny of advice into 
the slot and gotten no box of matches with 
which to start a fire of conversation when 
they got back to Washington. 

A desire is felt to know whether Mr. Wil- 
son will draw any lines between his pre- 
convention supporters and those who came 
to him in Baltimore and made his nomination 
and election possible. Since his nomination 
was almost unanimously made and repre- 
sented the unmistakable view of the whole 
country, it is difficult to see how any one 
faction has any superior claim on the next 
president. 

Mr. Wilson has the opportunity to be the 
president of the whole people, and to place 
in positions of trust and influence in his 
administration men whose virtue, merit and 
proven ability commend themselves to him. 


Up to Supreme Court. 

The supreme court has been called upon 
to pass upon the negro disfranchisement laws 
of the southern states, in a way it can 
searcely avoid. The Oklahoma constitution 
and its laws restricting suffrage are immedi- 
ately under review, but every southern state 
which denies to negroes the right to vote is 
affected. 

The decision of the supreme court will be 
of tremendous interest and importance to the 
south. Several times a case has been pre- 
sented where the “grandfather clause” might 
have been discussed without danger of obiter 
dicta, but always the court has evaded the 
question. : 

Now it is squarely presented by Circuit 
Judges Walter H. Sanborn and Walter I 
Smith, of the eighth judicial circult, and Dis- 
trict Judge Charles A. Willard, certifying 
these constitutional questions to the supreme 
court: 

1. Is the constitution of Oklahoma legal, 
or does it deny to negro citizens rights guar. 
anteed under the federal government? 

2. Was the “grandfather clause” amend- 
ment void insofar as it sought to bar negroes 
unless they could read and write a section 


General Garlington

Speaking of the army reminds me that 
Brigadier General Ernest A. Garlington, now 
inspector general of the United States army, 
is the only officer who is the son of a con-. 
federate general that has risen through the 
regular army ranks to the grade of a general 
officer in the United States army. 

His father was the late General A. C. Gar- 
lington, formerly of South Carolina, but dur- 
im the '70s and ’80s a notable citizen of At- 
lanta, some time associated with the lamented 
Colonel Robert A. Alston in newspaper pub- 
lications. 

The present General Garlington was born 
in South Carolina, but was appointed from 
Georgia in 1872 to be a cadet at West Point. 
He graduated thence in 1876, and was as- 
signed to a second lieutenancy in the cele- 
brated Seventh cavalry. While serving with 
his regiment as first lieutenant in the Sioux 
Indian campaign, in South Dakota, he exhib- 
ited marked gallantry at the battle of 
Wounded Knee creek, being himself wounded, 
and congress rewarded him with a medal of 
honor. During the Spanish-American war-he 
rose rapidly in rank in the inspector gen- 
eral’s department, and in 1906 was made 
brigadier general and inspector general. His 
efficiency is highly esteemed by every one 
related to the army, and he has over four 
years more of service before his retirement 
is due, February 20, 1917. : 

General Evans was appointed to the West 
Point academy in 1871 from Mississippi, and 
may be the son of an ex-confederate soldier, 
but of that I have no certain information. 

Colonel William Crawford Gorgas is third 
on the list of colonels in the army, and be- 
cause of his brilliant services as a sanitarian 
in Cuba and on the canal zone, should soon 
be promoted to a general officer’s rank. He 
belongs in the medical corps, which has only 
one general officer, Surgeon General Torney, 
who ts not due to retire until June 1, 1914. 

Nevertheless, when Panama canal service 
honors are to be passed around Colonel 
Gorgas ought to be one among the first to be 
rewarded for work that has distinguished 
him throughout the civilized world He 1s 
the son of Josiah Gorgas, of Alabama, who 
entered the military academy in 1837, grad- 
uated in 1841, resigned a captaincy tn Apri}, 
1861, and became brigadier general and chief 
of ordnance of the confederate states army. 

Another son of a confederate general is 
Major Benjamin Franklin Cheatham, son of 
“Old Frank,” so dearly beloved by the boys 
in gray who served with him “in the days 
that tried men’s souls.” 

Then among others who may come to wear 
the silver star upon his shoulder Straps is 
Colonel Eli DuBose Hoyle, a Georgian, well- 
Known in Atlanta, now commanding the 
Sixth field artillery, and Colonel Robert Hen- 
ry Rose Loughborough, a Virginian, com- 
manding the Thirteenth infantry; and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Frank B. McCoy, of Augusta, 
serving with the Twenty-fourth infantry; 
and, last, but not least, Lieutenant Colonel 
David DuBose Gaillard, now one of the 
engineer commissioners of the Panama canal. 
lieutenant Colonel Gaillard is a South Caro- 
linian, whose father was Peter Cheves Gall- 
lard, colonel of the Twenty-seventh South 
Carolina infantry, C. 8S. A.. while he himself 
was colonel of the Third United States volun- 
teer engineers, of which I was chaplain, in 
the Spanish-American war, and which regi- 
ment was mustered out of service in Atlanta 


in June, 1899. Colonel Gaillard, by all rights, 
should be early given a general’s star. 


Religion and Salaries. 


(From The Kansas City Journal.) 

This rather remarkable statement is at- 
tributed to a minister of the gospel who 
addressed a meeting of other ministers in the 
Kansas City Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion building not long ago: “I would advise 
young men not to take up the ministry as a 
profession. It is too hard a struggle and the 
remuneration is too meager. Young men can 
do more good by entering other professions 
and living the lives of Christian men.”’ 

Perhaps the minister was misquoted. Such 
advice is in direct conflict with what the 
world has always been taught to think of the 
ministry as a profession. In other days young 
men were “called” to the service of the 
church by an inspiration that meant renun- 
ciation of all which most men expect to get 
out of life in the way of material success. 
To tell young men to stay out of the minis- 
try because it is “hard” and of too “meager” 
remuneration is to put into a new and un- 
attractive light God’s work in this earthly 
vineyard. The thought is too commercial to 
be readily adjusted to previous conceptions 
of the ministry. 

We have always invested the sacred cali- 
ing with a certain halo of unselfishness and 
self-sacrifice. Christ, the first minister, 
pointed the way for all of his followers in 
the years to come. They were to be meek 


Fand lowly, without money and with no other 


expectation of reward than the knowledge 
that they were following “In His steps.” We 
had come to consider the minister as above 
sordid desires of ease or financial rewards for 
saving the souls of men. Yet one mintster, 
at least, openly and unabashed speaks to the 
young men on the subject of the ministry as 
an undesirable profession because {ft prom- 
ises little in monetary returns and is full of 
hardship. 

If young men are not to enter the min- 
istry what is to become of the churches and 
of active, helpful Christianity as the world 
knows it? Without recruits to the pulpits 
the churches would decay and the Christian 
religion would languish within a generation 
of time. As a matter of fact, it is the very 
sacrifice thus deplored that sanctifies the min- 
isterial function. To be sure, ministers’ must 
live, and they have certain claims to com- 
forts and the better material things of Hfe. 
But that seems to be quite apart from the 
subject. The young man is told to stay out 
of the ministry because it doesn’t pay. He is 
advised to get into some other profession 
where he can be a Christian and “do more 
good.” In other words, the young man ts 
admonished to achieve wealth and ease and 
then he can live a more useful Christian life. 
Somehow this advice grates unpleasantly 
upon cherished memories and ideals. ft 
sounds like a rebuke to those magnificent 
men in all periods of the Christian era who 
have plodded the way, footsore and weary, 
sometimes persecuted, reviled, hungry, 
broken and worn, but who were sustained 
always by faith in the “love of God which 
passeth all understanding.” A strictly com- 
mercial view of the ministry is unusual, and 
we were scarcely prepared to hear it ad- 
vanced approvingly by an orthodox minister 
in good standing. Perhaps we are out of 
date in such matters.

United States Bound to Treat All 
Ships Alike---Why a Uniform 
Rate Should Obtain.

Washington, January 18.—(Special.) 
Representative W. C. Adamson, of 
Georgia, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on interstate commerce, and 
author of the Panama canal bill, is 
Very positive in his belief that a mis- 
take was made in amending that 
measure to provide a subsidy for 
American coasting ships. 

“I am unable to find in the constitu- 
tion, my oath of office or the Ten Com- 
mandments any justification for me 
to take by my vote or divert money 
from the treasury belonging to ninety- 
Six milllons of people whom we repre- 
sent and who are not here to pass on 
it themselves, and give it to a small 
private interest.” 

Since a mistake was made in the 
first place, he thinks the only honest 
course is to repeal the tolls exemption, 
and he calls on President Taft to send 
in @ message to congress urging this 
course, 

“It takes manhood to take the back 
track and few men are big enough to 
display that much moral courage, but 
the presidert would earn a reputation 
for greatness if he would send a mes- 
Sage to congress advising a repeal of 
the exemption clause and confessing 
his error. There ts no doubt that 4 
great blurder has been committed.” 

Judge Adamson’s Statement 

In reply to a request from The Con- 
Stitution’s representative, Judge 
Adamson made the following state- 
ment:

I thought as the 
iperation of the canal was a long 
ways off the president would have 
ample time to agree with Enlgand by 
making her some concessions else- 
where, if it should appear to be the 
settled policy of congress to discrimi- 
nate in favor of coastwise vessels. 
Just what concessions might be de- 
sired by England, or granted by this 
government, I don’t Know, but there 
are a great many points at which the 
interests and transactions of the Eng- 
lish people and our people come In 
eontact. I thought that if there was 
a genuine desire for an adjustment it 
could be reached by a diligent effort to 
find a basis. I would never favor, 
however, making concessions of sim- 
ilar exemption to the Canadian coast- 
Wise trade. I have no doubt that 
would satisfy England, but it would 
mean a double burden to our people 
and a double tnroad on the treasury. 
If the exemption of our coastwise ves- 
sels deprives our treasury of two mil- 
lions of dollars per annum, a like con- 
cegsion to the Canadian coastwise 
trade would double the amount and 
deprive the treasury of that much 
more money, anu to that extent make 
the canal a heavier charge on tho 
treasury.

There is no 
doubt that a great blunder has been 
committed, and the president could 
very greatly aid in correcting that 
blunder by adopting the above sug- 
gestion. quality is common honesty. 
At the first blush that is what is nat- 
urally expected. The burden is on the 
party proposing a variation therefrom. 
Disinterested men expect and demand 
nothing else. 
Reasons for Uniform Tolls. 


“There are three reasons why uni- 
form tolls should prevail. First, all 
commerce using the canal, which short- 
ens the journeys of all alike about 


%,000 miles per journey, should equally | 


share the expense of operating and 
maintaining the canal which confers 
such great benefit upon all. There is 
little doubt that for the first few years 
the cost for the operation and main- 
tenance will exceed the revenues de- 
rived from collecting from all vessels, 
except the official vessels belonging 
to our government, all the uniform 
tolls that the traffic will bear. Opti- 
mists and theorists have 
othewise, but their prohecy will 
come to naught. The operation and 
maintenance of the canal will, for the 
first years, bea charge upon the treas- 
ury to some extent, and if our coast- 
Wise ships be exempt from tollg the 
charge on the treastry will be a very 
large one. 

“Just what effect discrimination in 
favor of our coastwise ships against 
all other vessels, including those of 
Our own people in the foreign trade, 
will have in repelling businesg which 
would otherwise, under fair conditions, 
patronize our canal, no man can tell; 
but whatever the extent may be, it will 
surely be adverse to the patronage and 
profits of the canal. Second: Exempt- 
ing the coastwise ships from tolls 
nothing more nor less than diverting 
from the common treasury of the peo- 
Ple a dollar and 20 cents per ton on 
Ships belonging to a special interest, to 
which we give that large bonus and 
bounty Out of the money belonging to 
all the people, and that specia] inter- 
ests belong to a body of people nu- 
merically insignificant, but financially 
powerful, already holding a monopoly 
of the coastwise trade against all the 
world, dividing up and parceling 
among them the ports and routes of 
travel, holding up rates by not com- 
peting with one another, they are the 
most highly protected people in the 
world, and have absolutely no need of 
financial help from the government. 

“The advocates and supporters of 
exemption make a mistake when they 
take comfort and press as unction to 
their souls the idea that there is a 
difference between this exemption and 
the ordinary subsidy; that they don't 
really take the money out of the treas- 
ury, but only head it off and keep it 
from going into the treasury. It is true 
the money is not actually in the treas- 
ury, and it may be easier to fool the 
people and delude them into believing 
that nobody is taking their money, and 
that there is nothing lost, but such 
people ought to read the old ancient 
law which made it a greater crime to 
steal wet linen hanging out to dry 
than that which was actually locked 
up so it‘could be protected. If any 
difference, it is a meaner subsidy than 
taking from the treasury direct. 

“IT am unable to find in the constitu- 
tion, my oath of office or the Ten Com- 
mandments any justification to vote to 
take or divert money from the treas- 
ury belonging to ninety-six million 
people whom we represent and who are 
not here to pass on it themselves, and 
give it to a small private interest. 


Canal Built Under Treaty. 


“Third. We are constructing 
canal under a treaty. It was not con- 
venient to cut the canal from ocean 
to ocean across our territory. We had 
to make two contracts, one with Eng- 
land and one with Panama, before we 
could construct a canal in a foreign 
country. Those who claim that condi- 
tions have changed by virtue of our 
sovereignty speak without due refer- 
ence to diplomatic history. England 
expressly provided in the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty that no change in sover- 
eignty should affect the stipulations of 
that treaty as to equality. Our 
eignty is decidedly imperfect, 
remember the stipulations we 
with Panama, and the treaty by which 
it is claimed that we acquired sover- 
eignty, for in that self-same. treaty we 
reaffirmed the stipulations as to equal- 
ity of charges and conditions of traffic. 
We are under obligation in that same 
treaty to pay perpetually annual 
rental of $250,000. 

“[Infortunately, the ship trust, by the 
most stupendous end extended lobby- 
ing ever Known on earth, conducted 
systematically ever since the work on 

Panama canal began, secured the 
the yellow journals and pro- 
the mistaken indorsements of 

various civic organizations throughout 
the country, and inflamed the jingoes 
into obscuring the real question and 
substituting therefor in the popular 
mind the false and impertinent issue 
as to whether England shall be allow- 
ed to manage our affairs. There is no 
such question at issue. England has 
simply reminded us that we have 
agreed to charge everybody at the 
canal alike, which is the truth, and we 
ought to be honest with ourselves 
without the aid of England. If we 
would just observe Shakespeare's lines, 
‘To thine own self be true, thou canst 
not then be false to any man,’ we 
would first deal fairly with our own 
people by refusing to give thelr money 
to special interests, then England 
would have no cause of - complaint 
against us for broken. faith through 
the violation of the treaty. The con- 
struction England puts upon the treaty 
will inevitably and unavoidably be 
reached by anybody who will read the 
diplomatic history of transit across the 
isthmus. Since the days of Henry Clay 
and John Quincy Adams, when Nica- 
ragua first suggested to us the build-

ing of a canal, we have insisted on the | 


very same position which England now 
holds—that all nations and all vessels 
and all commerce should be treated 
alike. We have ourselves often com- 
plained of alleged violations of that 
equality in other dealings and joint 


use of facilities with England have in-' 


sisted on correction, and have always 
obtained it. The claim that coastwise 
vessels can be treated differently from 
ships in the foreign trade is not sus- 
tained by an examination of our 
treaties. Among all the treaties 
have made with other governments for 
amity and commerce there is no dis- 


tinction as to the privileges of different | 


classes of vessels, except when it is 
expressly so stated. In every case 
when a nation desired to reserve do- 
mestic control of its coastwise trade 
it has been so stipulated in the treaty. 
The absence of such stipulations leaves 
no distinction In any case. 
Bound to Exact Equality. 


“In all treaties touching transit 
across the isthmus the only case in 
which it is pretended that foreign ves- 
sels and commerce may be treated dif- 
ferently from domestic vessels and 
commerce is in the case of Mexico, 
dealing with the Tehauntepec rail- 
road. Inasmuch as that railroad was 
built on Mexican soil entirely, begin- 
ning and ending at Mexican ports, ani 
constructed with Mexican capital or 
credit, she was not constrained by any 
consideration to grant equality to all. 
Standing in that condition she right- 
fully and expressly stipulated that that 
railroad would treat all other nations 
alike, but favor Mexican commerce, if 
it was desired. But constructing a ca- 
nal across the isthmus Dy a govern- 
ment and by a people not resident on 
the isthmus was entirely a different 
proposition. 

“Under the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
we were .not permitted to build a gov- 
ernment canal; we were not permitted 
to fortify it; we were bound with other 
nations to protect its neutrality, and 
in the preamble and in section we 
were all bound to exact equality in the 
operation of the canal in charges and. 
conditions of traffic, in consideration 
of preserving those last provisions and 
stipulations unimpaired, and expressly 
so stated in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
our government and England modified 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty so as to 
permit us to construct it at our gov- 
ernment’s expense, operate and take 
the profits. We further agreeing to 
relieve England and the balance of 
the world of preserving neutrality, 
and, therefore, we were permitted to 
police and fortify the canal. In brief, 
that is all there is to it. Unless we 
do have the manliness to protect our 
honor among the uations and protect

KNOW THE MEANING 
OF SPICZERINKTUM 


It’s a Perfectly Good Word; You'll 
Find It in Modern 
Dictionaries. 


When vou were Ilttle 
“play at being things.”’ 

Should you now “Backward turn 
backward, oh, time in its flight” of all 
the wild fancies you could conjure up, 
the occupation of a designer of dic- 
tionaries and its opportunities to in- 
fluence the language of your felllow 
countrymen would probably not be 
among them. Only think, however, 
what a fanciful time you could have 
and the temptation you might yield to 
in the matter of coining new words. 

Now, this is the story of a maker of 
books, who had for nearly twenty-five 
years been proof to the lure of becom- 
ing an amateur lexicographer, only to 
yield at the very last minute when 
urged by his friends to permit to be 
Placed in his new dictionary one of the 
words he had coined for use in winning 
success in the business world. 

That is the story of the birth of 
“spizzerinktum,” a word which experts 
Claim will live a long and lusty life. 

Wherever Frank E. Wright, publish- 
er of Bibles, dictionaries and other 
high-class educational works—-who has 
placed his works in the homes of tha 
majority of the “four million’’—is 
known, that brain child of his with 
the outlandish name is known also. 

When Mr. Wright sends a man on 
any mission he abbreviates the sense 
of that masterpiece, “A message to 
Garcia,” into one word of four sylia- 
bles, and the word that ts buzzing in 
the ear of the one whom he has 
charged with a duty to perform is 
“spizzerinktum—put some spizzerink- 
tum in it.” 

When  Kipling’s soldier man told 
“Gunga Din” to put some “juldee” in it, 
he may have meant much the same 
thing that Mr. Wright meant when he 
first said “spizzerinktum” in the pres- 
ence of Harry Thurston Peck, Ph. D., 
Litt. D., Li. D., the authority on lan- 
guage, who edited the New Modern 
English Illustrated Dictionary, whica 
Mr. Wright has just published. 

The force of the word so impressed 
Dr. Peck that he insisted upon incor- 
porating it in the dictionary. Mr. 
Wright reluctantly consented, and 
there it is today: “Spizzerinktum—vim, 
go, intense energy, the overmastering 
will to succeed.” 

New as it is, and striking as it Is, 
it is not the only new or striking fea- 
ture of the New Modern English Ilus- 
trated Dictionary, which will ereet you 
after opening the covers of the new 
limp leather lexicon.
